tice at the Bellaire Medical 
Clinic, from July 1968 td 
July 1970. 


In the summer of 1970, 
Dr. Bond moved to Colum- 
bus, establishing an office 
at 254 Woodland Ave. Two 
years ago, he moved his 
practice to the Executive 
East apartment-office com- 
plex at 3445 E. Livingston 
Ave. 

Dr. .Bond’s practice was 
restricted -to internal 
medicine and gastroen- 
terology {digestive system 
disorders). He was on the 
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staffs of St. Anthony's, St. 
Ann's, Grant and Mercy 
Hospitals. 

He was a member of the 
Franklin County Academy 
of Medicine and the Ohio 
State Medical Association. 
Dr. Bond was also one of 
the organizers of the Foun- 
der's Clinic, where he was 
medical director at the 
time of his death.

Dr. Bond was a member 
of Alpha Phi-Alpha Frater- 
nity.

Records Show Cancer Discriminates

With statistics showing 
» that blacks, on a per- 
centage basis, are afflicted 
by cancer more and dig 
much faster than whites, 
The American Cancer 
Society is intensifying an 
effort to fight these 
Statistics and end this 
dreadful discrimination 
against black Americans,

This 
means that one black is 
dying of cancer every 13 
minutes, he said, 

Overall, the five year sur- 
vival rates in males were 
31 percent for whites while 
blacks were only 21 per- 
cent. The life of black 
females with is 37 
percent, compared to 47 
percent in white females,

of black males die within

fired his gun, but missed. 
The man dropped the 
board and ran south on 
Dolle Ave., as both officers 
opened fire. Robinson fired 
four times with one bullet 
Striking the fleeing 
suspect.

The bullet entered the 
suspect's lower back and 
passed through his body. 
He was rushed to Grant

allowed to vote until 1870. 
We were not able to elect a 
Black to public office until 
1881, with the election of 
Rev. James Preston Poin- 
dexter to City Council. 
During that period, office- 
holders were elected by 
wards and the Columbus 
Black community enjoyed 
the representation of four 
other Black men to hold a 
City Council seat between 
1881 to 1915. 

In 1915, the power stric- 
ture in Columbus changed 
the City Chartér regarding 
election from a ward 
system to an at-large 
system (the system we 
Currently operate - under). 
No other Blacks were elec- 
ted to City government un- 
Til with the election of Dr. 
John Rosemond to City 
Council. .A period of 57 
years without elected 
Black representation in 
City government. 

_The Columbus Dispatch 
did little or nothing to im- 
prove the strained race re- 
lations which occurred 
during our period of non- 
elected representation. In 
fact, in 1924, by actual 
count, 55.7 percent of the 
space given to stories in 
the three daily newspapers 
(The Dispatch being one) 
about Blacks dealt with 
vice and crime. 

We have had to over- 
come the Dispatch many 
times before and we can 
do it again. Just last year, 
the Dispatch tried to defeat 
Les Brown over his right- 
wing Republican op- 
ponent. Les' Brown is now 
one of the state's finest 
State representatives and 
an all-out supporter of 
John Francis. 

On Nov. 8, the Dispatch 
and their fair-haired white 
boy can both be beat. The 
Dispatch has played, the 
race issue subtly this year 
by running pictures of 
Francis and “what's his 
name" in minor stories 
where they do not normally 
run pictures. Also, all of 
three TV stations have in- 
vited Francis to debate

When 18 year old Nor- 
dell Teague reportedly 


_killed himself by means of 


a Russian Roulette prank 
in March of 1976, his 
mother insisted that he met 
with foul play and did not 
take his own. life. 

Now 20 months. later, 
Mrs. Christine Teague, 791 
St. Clair Ave., is. still 
sticking by her con- 
victions, eventhough the 
case has been marked 


closed by Columbus 
police. 
At the time of the 


tragedy, police reported 
that Teague was at the 
home of his girlfriend, 
Tequita McCoy, 1397 N. 


-~Sixth...St._He—was_playing 


with a handgun and poin- 
ted it at various people. A 
witness, Charlies E. Pan- 


nett, 2298 N. Fourth St.” 


told police that he asked 
Teague if he could 
examine the gun and —h 
consented. - 


Afterward, Teague 
unlo. the weapon. and 
pl the shells in his 


pants pocket. Pannell said 


police that Teague put one 
bullet.in the .22 caliber 
revolver ‘and pulled the 
trigger three times, sub- 
sequently shooting himself 
in the right temple. He Was 
pronounced dead on the 
scene. Following the 
tragedy, Mrs. Teague told 
The CALL & POST: 

“My son didn't kill him- 
self and can't nobody 
make me believe that he 
did.” a 
She said he had just left 
home with a pool cue and

was going to play pool. 
“He was happy when he 
left and he did not take his 
own life,” she sobbed. 
When she came to The 
CALL & POST Monday af- 
ternoon, she was still sob- 
bing over her son's death.

Nothing has hampered black 
progress aS much as slave-to-party 
voting. One hundred years ago. every 
Negro was a known Republican. The 
politicians counted our votes before 
the polls opened Today. the picture 
is the same - except that all Negroes 
are known Democrats. The party 
machine bosses are still counting

editorial in the first issue~ of 
Freedoms Journal. the’ first Negro 
newspaper published. March 16, 
1827, said 

“The civil rights of a people being 
of the greatcst value, rt shall ever be 
our duty to vindicate our brethren .. 
We shall also urge upon our brethern 
(who are qualified by the laws of the 
different states) the expediency of 
using their elective franchise: and of 
making an independent use of the 
same. We wish them not to become 
the tools of party E 

The old saying: “Don't count your 
eggs before they are hatched,” 
doesn't apply to our political eggs. 
Scheming Democratic politicians 
count Negro Democratic votes 
before the candidates are even 
nominated, Come hell or highwater, 
Democratic party bosses and their 


* ward henchmen, know in front that 


they will get 80% or 90% of the black 
votes no matter who the candidate is. 

They also know that they don't 
have to promise black politicians 
anything to get this vote.

Ot the’ four statewide issues to appear On the ballot 
at next Tuesday's election, Issue One and Issue Three 
should be of most concern to the black populace. A 
“Yes vote on both of these proposed constitutional 
‘amendments ought to be a must for every black voter 
in the State of Ohio. 

issue No. 1. would repeal the so-called Instant and 


~permanent registration law conceived by labor union 


bosses and enacted into law by the Democratic con- 
trolled Ohio Legislature earlier this year. 

Issue No. 3, with a majority vote, would authorize 
the State to lend its aid and credit to individuals, 
&ssociations. companies or corporatigns to borrow 
money. and issue bonds or notes to provide for 
housing and rehabilitation of housing and to make 
direct loans for low and moderate income housing. 
Specifically, Issue 3 would cut mortgage payments 
by 18 per cent for low and moderate income-nhome 
buyers and allow for more apartments for the elderly 
and disadvantaged, This issue has bipartisan support 
statewide. 

Contrary to the sermons being dramatically 
preached over black oriented radio Stations 
throughout the state, the so-called “Instant Voter law 
is a scheme-designed- to hoodwink the public, 
strengthen the power of the Democratic Party and tur- 
ther cement its relationship with its strongest ally, the 
Ohio AFL-CIO power structure. o 

Under this law, to vote on election day all an 
unregistered person would have to do is to produce 


- an Ohio driver's license or an identification card 


issued by the State Bureau of Motor Vehicle. Should 
he not hold either of thé identification credentials, he 
or she is oligible to vote if a registered voter vouches 
for him or her.

But even more dangerous of fraudulently voting is 
the distinct possibility of some ward-heeling 
politicians ltd | the instant registration law into a 
fullfledge hustle to pick up a fast buck. 

While both maior political parties generally allocate 
a small sum of money for the purpose of coattailing 
voters at the precinct level on election day, that allot- 
ment can be expected to be hiked considerably this 

ear. 
, The fear of widespread fraudulent registration is 
even acknowledged privately by some ward leaders. 

And one veteran ward chief went so far as to predict 
that innocent black and poor whites are most likely to 
become the first to be prosecuted under the instant 
registration law. 

. Based on these observations, it is the opinian of 
this reporter that it would be in the best interest of the 
public in general and the black in particular to vote 
Yes on Issue One and retain the system which entitles 
a citizen to vote providing he is registered 30 days 
prior to an election.

South Africa's die-hard rulers seem to be solidly 
committed to a path of self-destruction that could 
result in terrible bloodletting, both for themselves and 
the white minority they represent, and for the coun- 
try’s black mayority.

“—"“Thére was talk of a federation between blacks and 


whites. There were some vague signs that American 
and international pressures were leading to some sort 
of reconsideration of the vicious apartheid policy. 

But then the government banned moderate groups, 
jailéd and exiled key figures who spoke out on behalf 
of racial justice, and closed down the most important 
black newspaper in the country. 

Black editor Percy Qoboza was jailed. White editor 
Donald Woods was placed under South Africa's ver-

The_ballow excuse for these Violations of human 
rights was that the organizations and individuals in- 
volved were stirring black-white hatreds and con- 
frontations. 

That charge is a feeble cover story, The government 
moved not against black leaders who had given up 
hope of peaceful change, but against blacks and 
whites working to heal racial frictions. To wipe out 
the moderates and then accuse them of being ex- 
tremists is the kind of vile action we've come to ex- 
pect from South Africa's rulers. 

The real reason for the repression probably lies in 
the Steve Biko case. Biko, a black leader, died while 
in custody by South Africa's police. He's supposed to 
have starved after an eight-day hunger strike. No one 
bought that absurd story and reliable reports indicate 
he was beaten to death by the police. 

So the repression serves the purpose of getting 
vocal advocates of change out of the way while warn- 
ing the South African-press that when the true story of 
Biko's murder finally comes out they should play it 
down, 

South Africa's pretensions to being, a democracy 
now stand revealed for what they are -- hollow claims. 
It used to say “We have a free press.’ With the ban- 
nings tt can't say that any more. It points to the up- 
coming elections and says, ‘We have free elections.” 
How free are elections in which the government is 
chosen by 4 million whites while 18 million blacks are 
denied the right to. vote? : 

To .the Administration's credit, the United States 
spoke up swiftly to condemn the actidns, but South 
Africa's Prime Minister in effect told us to mind our 
own business. He didn't worry about U.S. “medding” 


when we backed the apartheid state, when American. 


corporations were urged to invest in it, or when we 
Supported its military establishment. 

Our leadership has a duty to speak out against the 
rulers of the apartheid system because of our past 
complicity with it. The strictest sanctions should be 
applied to South Africa so long as it continues on its 
present course. and they should be implemented toth 


by the international community in recognition of 


South Africa’s threat to peace, and_by the i:ter- 


national business community upon whose investments

Fired up by Confucius’ ’ 
teaching of diligence and

_.and other farm implements 
as modern as those in 
Hlinois or lowa; others 
were farming with one-row 
plows and water buffaloes. 
But all seemed happy and 
energetic. 

Frequently, we passed 
‘trucks and cars and men 
on bicycles. All graciously 
gave our buses the right. 
of-way, recognizing. their 
general's blue and white 
command flag beside the 
windshield blowing in the 
breeze as we sped along. 

In addition to seeing the 
military preparations, we 
also saw samples of the 
country's psychological 
warfare. Radio and TV 
, broadcasts, and at points 
on the island near the 
China mainiand,. there 
were blaring loudspeakers 
telling the Communists of 
the good life on Taiwan. 
_ And to prove it, there were 
launching sites from which 
food packages and 
literature were sent by 
hundreds of balloons daily 
to the people on the 
mainiand. 

And the food in the 
packages was very tasty. 
Hearing that -foodprices 
were eso high in Japan, 
where we were headed af- 
ter Taiwan, we carried 
some of it along, just in 
case.

The articles of Confederation which held together 
the 13 American states from ‘1781 until the Con- 
stitution was adopted did not provide for a Supreme 
Court. In 1787 the framers of the Constitution decided 
that a supreme judicial tribunal was a necessity in a 
political system that gave power to the center. — 

Of all the courts, only the Supreme Court is given 
(by Article Ill, Sec. | of the Constitution) a status in- 
dependent of the will of Congress. The Supreme 
Court thus stands at the apex of a dual system of 
vourts, state and federal. So within the framework of 
litigation, the Supreme Court stakes out boundaries 
of authority between state and nation, state and state. 
government and-~citizen. 

In early days many states challenged the Supreme 
Court's right to review their decisions. Even today this 
happens, but not nearly as often. The size of the court 
and the scope of its appellate jurisdiction are not 
mentioned in the Constitution, so the Supreme Court 
subject in important ways to Congressional action. 
The first judiciary act, Sept. 24, 1789 provided for a 
chief justice and five associate justices. In 1807 mem- 
bership on the court by law increased to seven and in 
1837 to nine. In 1863 it was again increased, this time 
to 10. In 1866, Congress, partly in effort to curb 
President Andrew Johnson's appointment powers, 
produced a statute reducing members to seven -- as 
vacancies occur. 

Actually, the court declined to eight. In 1869, an in- 
crease to nine was restored and has remained since. 
One justice, Samuel Cnase was impeached but 
acquitted in 1805. By an act of 1937, a justice who has 
served for 10 years or more may retire at age 70 with 
full compensations. A justice is appointed for life if he 
behaves himself. Only Justice Abe Fortas has 
resigned the court under fire. J 

Appointments are made by the President with the 
advice and consent of Congress. Only 11 appointees 


Rave been rejected. All appointees are lawyers; Since- 


the court was inaugurated with John Hay as the first 
chief justice, there nave been 15 chief justices, in- 
cluding Burger and 87 associate justices. Only one 
has been identified as black, associate Justice 
Thurgood Marshall.

Black people are not the only persons affected by what 
goes on at city hall.

We have a responsibility to each other to activate an 
information network at least, which enables us to give 
the word to our people in a single stroke.

Lord of all and obey the Master's call.” 

(3) A working acquaintance with strategic agencies in 
the community whose work and concerns seriously af- 
fect the lives of our- people. 

This takes a wide spectrum of the educational, in- 
dustrial, commercial, and political forces in existence. 

A tiaison must be established between the alliance 
and persons in responsible positions in the areas men- 
tioned. This is indispensable because in the past we 
have not always done our homework with regard to the 
ways in which our people were being disinherited and 
what the options were for assuring justice in their behalf. 

While it is ‘not convenient here to mention all of the 
concerns which have come to the attention of the 
alliance during my five year tenure as president, a few 
examples will suffice for our purposes here: 

A. To begin with, there is the work with penal institu- 
tions and related ministries. 

Our concern must be with the whole man, and not sim- 
ply the matter of “getting him out of the pen.” 

In addition to the moral and spiritual support the 
minister gives, there is social agency work, legal work, 
various types of counseling, job planning, half-way 
houses, educational opportunities, family relationships, 
adjustment periods, provision for accountability and 
follow-up, etc. 

The mission and message to the man who is an inmate 
is the same, but the base of our appeal must be broad 
enough for all of us to know that his salvation cannot be 
treated as an isolated incident. A leaven must be 
provided that permeates the whole loaf.

C. Providing opportunities for tutorial training in our 
churches after school for our children. : 

D. Coordinating our efforts in the areas of Christian 
education, Negro history, and black church history, with 
a view of establishing a central base of information,

In this way, we make affordable for all, what could not 
be afforded by one. 

E. Mobilizing our efforts with regard to the educational 
and political dilemmas that presently confront us. Get- 
ting behind programs like the black action ministry and 
giving the necessary input to effect its goals and to set 
new ones.—-— 

As we conscientiously minister to the broad: based 
needs of our people in the power that Christ has given 


us, our own churches will prosper commensurately in. 


terms of their growth, outreach, influence and ac- 
ceptance. 

In the final analysis, when we talk about a team 
ministry, we are simply returning to what it was from the 
beginning in the days of our Lord’s ministry here on 


earth.

“Human potential is 
wasted because -of-a lack 
of opportunity.” 

In order to stop wasting 
that potential, Gibson said, 
“We must reexamine the 
educational system and 
determine whether we are 
training people for jobs 
that will still be in exist- 
ence when they complete 
their education.” 

Warning that a person 
should not go to college 
just to get an education, 
Gibson said, “Education 
should prepare one for'a 
job that is in line with his 
natural talents.” 

Although Gibson em-
